Revealing that the entire British Navy and air 
force had been placed in readiness for war, Chamberlain said 
that the whole issue hinged on the nature of a reply that Hitler 
is now drafting. 
“ I here has been little change in the situation since the 
House last met,’ Chamberlain said, “but I cannot say that the 
danger of war has receded. It is once more necessary to urge 
the press to exercise utmost restraint at this time. 
“T here has been no change in the policy of His Majesty’s 
Government.” 
Ibis statement was greeted with thunderous 
cheers. “As I said last I hursday catastrophe is not yet upon us. 
“But it is quite possible that a few thoughtless words in a 
newspaper might wreck the whole effort being made by His 
Majesty’s government to obtain a satisfactory solution.” 
Great Britain’s “final answer” to Hitler’s note demanding 
return of Danzig and the Polish corridor “was handed to him 
last night, Chamberlain said. He indicated that he had no in­ 
tention of publishing the text of the note immediately.
